The request of the “Denis Kearney 
wing” for admission to communion 
was favorably considered aod referred 
toa committee. Susan B. Anthony 
spoke in, the Convention, asking, on 
behalf of the Woman Suffragiste, for 
the insertion of a Woman Suffrage 
plank in the party platform. Denis 
Kearney was called upon to address 
the Convention. He responded in his 
usual style. 

The Pomeroy-La Vogt, orclub wing 
of the Greenback Labor party, calliog 
itself the Union Greenback Labor 
party, met on the same day at Farwell 
Hall.
